Establishing Fire Hydrant Policy Penalty and Fine Structure for Town of Discovery Bay.

Recommended Action

Consider adoption of Resolution No. 2016-15 establishing a Fire Hydrant Policy Penalty and Fine Structure to enforce
Ordinance No. 7 in the Town of Discovery Bay.

Executive Summary

On June 1, 2016 staff provided the Board of Directors a proposed Fire Hydrant Policy. This policy was developed to
protecting the Public Water Supply of the Town of Discovery Bay from contamination and theft in regards to the 560+/-
fire hydrants located within the district boundary.

The policy was brought to the Board of Directors in accordance with Ordinance No. 7 dated January 17, 2001, hydrants
may be used for other purposes. To protect the operability of these devices as well as the health and welfare of the
public, the District maintains them and closely monitors their use. Therefore, hydrants shall only be operated by District
personnel, fire protection departments or districts, and persons or companies granted a permit to operate hydrants in
accordance with the regulations of the District.

Staff provided the framework and process to guide residents and businesses of the community of the rules, restrictions
and regulations for obtaining a permit before utilizing the districts fire hydrants. The Board of Directors approved this
policy by Resolution 2016-07 on June 1, 2016 with the expectation that staff would bring back to the Board a fine
structure for violations of this policy.

Government Code section 53069.4(a)(1) allows a public agency to make a violation of an ordinance subject to an
administrative fine or penalty. Government Code section 25132 provides limitations on fines for first, second, and third
violations of ordinances of public agencies. The tiered limits differ for violations of local building and safety codes as
opposed to all other infractions.

Ordinance No. 7 subsection 8.02 provides authority to the Board to set a penalty or fine for each violation of the use
of hydrants. Violations of local building and safety codes can be higher than limits for other infraction violations. As
hydrant use is a water quality, water consumption and fire safety issue, we believe the infraction should be

considered a safety code violation; thus the applicable fine amounts are:

1) a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) for a first violation;
2) afine not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500) for a second violation of the same subsection of the ordinance

within one year; and
3) a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) for each additional violation of the same subsection of the

ordinance within one year of the first violation.

WHEREAS, Government Code section 25132 provides limitations on fines for first, second, and
third violations of ordinances of public agencies and the tiered limits differ for violations of local building
and safety codes as opposed to all other infractions; and

WHEREAS, hydrant use is a water quality, water consumption and fire safety issue, and
violations of the TODB hydrant use Ordinance No. 7 or the Policy should be considered a safety code
violation;

WHEREAS, the TODB desires to set penalties and fees for violation of hydrant use under
Ordinance No. 7, subsection 8.02 in the amounts acceptable for safety code violations.

NOW, THEREFORE, THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE TOWN OF DISCOVERY BAY

subsection of the ordinance within one year; and

C) a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) for each additional violation of the same
subsection of the ordinance within one year of the first violation.

If approved a
special ballot box would be available at the Community Center beginning October 12" and concluding on November g™,

The Elections Office staff would collect the ballots once/week during this time period. The program requires minimal
assistance for District staff (opening and closing the voting box daily and recording serial numbers of the lock seals).

Thank you fdy/Jeff Conway’s kttendance at the meeting I hosted regarding the
development of an appropriate community response to the Blue-Green Algae

outbreak in Discovery Bay.

Recent laboratory tests have indicated that a number of toxins are present that
are harmful to both people and animals from the Blue-Green Algae bloom.,
After discussions with the County Environmental Health Department,
California State Water Board, and the Reclamation District (Rec 800), we
have determined that water flow is the only controllable factor that can affect

the Blue-Green Algae growth and life span.

It was mutually agreed by all agencies present that the Reclamation District
could have a valuable role in managing this critical situation, The conclusion
of the agencies present at the meeting was to request Rec 800’s assistance in
assessing water circulation as a method of controlling the algae. It is my hope
that you will consider authorizing your Director to participate as necessary in
order to determine how Rec 800 operations could assist in the possible
prevention and abatement of this toxic algae for the community of Discovery

Bay.

Thank you for the recent consideration of requests from the Discovery
Bay P6 Citizen Advisory Committee (DB P6 CAC). As you know, itis
important for our advisory committees to be heard on what they feel
their community needs relative to public safety.

Dear Discovery Bay Resident,

We wanted to let you know that laboratory test results received last week found elevated levels of a toxin
produced by blue-green algae blooms in several water samples taken from the Discovery Bay community in
July.

Your tap water is unaffected and safe to use.

We encourage you and your pets to avoid contact with bodies of water in the area until the algae blooms
dissipate. We have provided warning signs to your local authorities to post in public access areas within the
community.

Though we did not test every part of Discovery Bay, the advice to stay out of the water for all of Discovery Bay
is based on the knowledge that the water is actively pumped from one place to the next and so water that is in
one location today may be in a different location tomorrow.

Please avoid drinking or touching the water or any scum on the water until further notice, and don’t let your
dogs swim in Discovery Bay.

You can view the signs, a map of the sites where sampling has taken place, and answers to questions we’ve
received from your neighbors at cchealth.org.

It's important to know that dogs are especially vulnerable to getting sick from this toxin, and there have been
reports from past incidents of dogs dying after drinking the water or licking algae from their fur after
swimming in water with blue-green algae blooms.

Bloom conditions can change rapidly, so we cannot reliably say which areas are contaminated at any given
time. Again, we recommend minimizing contact with the water in Discovery Bay and when in doubt, stay out
for your safety and the safety of your pets.

It has come to the County’s attention that last year the Liberty Union High School District
(LUHSD) purchased Assessor’s Parcel Number (APN) 011210028 south of Discovery Bay at the
end of Kellogg Creck Road. Public Resources Code §21151.2 and Government Code §65402
require, among other actions, that school districts notify the local planning department and
planning commission prior to any acquisition. To my knowledge, the County received no such
notification. These notifications help keep the County informed of activities in the
unincorporated areas. In addition, these statutes help to promote collaboration between our two
agencies through the reporting and investigative activities mentioned in the code.

We understand that this latest acquisition is expanding LUHSD’s existing holdings immediately
to the north (APNs 011210027 and 011210026) which were purchased in 2010. I understand that
these two parcels were also purchased without the notification required in the aforementioned
code sections,

If the subject parcels are to be developed such that they produce a positive community asset,
include safe, sufficient access, and result in an adequate California Environmental Quality Act
analysis, a collaborative process with the County will be critical. In this light, the land
acquisitions without the required notifications are of concern to the County as we have
responsibility for the transportation network surrounding the facility.
